TECHNICAL FIELD 

The present invention relates to a method of producing bridged macrocyclic compounds 

30 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 
Macrolide antibiotics play a therapeutically important role, particularly with the 
emergence of new pathogens. Structural differences are related to the size of the lactone ring 
and to the number and nature (neutral or basic) of the sugars. Macrolides are classified 
35 according to the size of the lactone ring (12, 14, .15 or 16 atoms). The macrolide antibiotic 
family (14-, 15- and 16-membered ring derivatives) shows a wide range of characteristics
